with the Pope ts Ratifyd : That the Courier, from 
the Marquis de Prie, is expe€ted with abundance of 
Impatience, with the coniirmation and particulars of 
the ‘Treaty concluded between the Emperor and the 
Pope: That from Leghorn ’tis advis’d, that the Confe. 
derate Squadron which arrivd there the sth Inftant 
from Barcelona, uader the Command of Rear Admira} 
Whitaker, coniifts of 13 Britifh and 3 Dutch Men ot 
War, 5 Traniports, liuefhips, 3 Bomb-veflels, 
Store-thips and_an Hofpical-fhip: That they are taking 


in Frefh Provifons, and that another Squadron under 


the Command of sir George Bing ts daily expected, 
who, as tis faid, 1s to take on Board fome Imperial] 
‘Lvoops at Naples in order to reduce Sicily, whilit part 
of the Fleer, will convoy fome reintorcements from 
italy for King Charles. The Letters from the Hague 
Jeb, is thae the Deke ot Marlborough js 
by the middle of the next week, 
vat thes ere reporced there wil be a confiderable Al. 
Rerensy of the Spauith Netherlands ; 
That ihe Vlareicnal de Bonfirs has been very ill at 
Ypres. “That Princ. of Beck continues to 
tixe all pofible precaucions for ‘ie fecurity of Lille: 
That fiom Beriia they advife that the King of Prufia 
has given ihe Prince Royal leive to go into the Ne.
